TREATMENT OF SEED TO 
PREVENT SMUT. 


There are two kinds of wheat 
smut—loose smut and stinking 
or ball smut. Both+can be pre- 
vented by treating the  seod 
and rotating the crope. The 
spores of both kinds of smut 
are carried by the seed but the 

spores of loose smut may, algo 
be carricd in the soil from one 
year to another. Treating the 


seed  ainbiaalas stinking. smut, 
but loose smut requires tnut 
the sced be treated and that 


the ground on whicht grew be 
slanted to another: crop the ful 
owing yeu. Tne stinking or 
ball smut is the kind most com- 


ey found. It. destroys the 
kernels only, while the 
loose smut destroys the yrain 


and chaff entirely, and the sooty 
mass of spores remain. The 
stinking smut gives off ; vt 
fensive odor. 

The following formalin treat- 
ment will prevent stingfng( smut 
in wheat, also smuts which 
commonly affect barment, ‘ue 
stone treatment, and for malin 
treatment, the last of which ts 
oo most reliable and cheap- 


ig ee a 40 per cent. solution 
of formalin at a reliable drug 
store. One pound of formalin 
is sufficient to treat from 2,000 
to 2,500 pounds of wheat. Re- 
fore mixing the solution, get 
the seed wheat ready, The ieee 
ing solution is made by car
